SOME  SUFFOLK  CHURCH  NOTES.  No.  LXVI. 
{continued  from  p.  9). 

Burstall. 

Consolidated  with  the  living  of  Bramford  is  that  of  Burstall, 
whose  little  church  is  situated  on  a  by-road,  and  consists  of  chancel, 
nave,  and  north  aisle,  with  south  porch  and  square  western  tower,  all 
in  the  Decorated  style.  The  wooden  porch  has  in  the  king-post  over 
the  outer  doorway  a  niche  for  the  patron  saint’s  (St.  Mary)  effigy, 
but  the  figure  is  lost.  Three  bells  hang  in  the  steeple,  all  alike 
inscribed :  xhornton  svdbvry  fbcit,  itis. 

Round  their  crowns  are  inserted  some  copper  coins  of  Queen 
Anne’s  reign. 

The  font  is  quite  plain,  octagonal,  borne  on  a  round  central  shaft 
and  four  small  octagonal  pillars,  the  whole  being  raised  on  two  steps. 

The  base  of  a  Perpendicular  chancel-screen  is  still  in  position, 
and  a  parclose  of  Decorated  work  also  remains,  enclosing  the 
eastern  bay  of  the  north  aisle.  Within  the  chapel  thus  formed  is 
the  door  to  the  old  rood  staircase.  Round  the  inside  of  the  aisle, 
as  well  as  its  exterior,  runs  a  stringcourse  forming  hoodmoulds  over

The  Norwich  Taxation  of  1254,  collated  with  the  Taxation 
OF  Pope  Nicholas  in  1291,  by  the  Rev.  William  Hudson,  F.S.A. 
(Reprint,  Norfolk  and  Norwich  Archaeological  Society).  It  may  be 
permitted  one  who  has  for  some  time  past  been  engaged  upon 
identically  the  same  line  of  investigation,  to  express  his  complete 
concurrence  with  the  course  followed  by  Mr.  Hudson  and  the  views 
so  well  set  out  in  his  masterly  survey.  These  assessments  are  very 
imperfectly  understood,  and  a  real  boon  has  been  conferred  upon 
students  and  others  by  this  timely  publication.  Wo  regret  that  we 
have  not  the  space  to  deal  adequately  with  so  important  a  work, 
but  there  are  certain  points  in  Mr.  Hudson’s  introductory  remarks 
which  seem  to  call  for  passing  attention.  Several  facts  and  details 
are  brought  out,  e.g.,  the  existence  of  a  similar  taxation  for  the 
Ely  Diocese  {Harl.  MS.,  1005)  which  practically  settles  the  question 
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of  date,  tbe  importance  of  which  is  at  once  seen.  The  thorough 
examination  of  the  organisation  of  the  Archdeaconries  and  Deaneries 
is  of  great  value.  The  formation  of  the  Deaneries  followed  upon 
the  separation  of  the  Ecclesiastical  from  the  Civil  jurisdiction  soon 
after  the  Conquest  («/*.  the  terms  Dean  of  Christianitj  and  “  Court 
Christian.”)  This  will  serve  to  explain  the  consequent  contention 
as  to  precedence  or  right  iu  regard  to  fees,  etc.,  in  testamentary 
and  otlier  causes.  These  Deans  are  occasionally  found  contending 
with  the  Archdeacon,  with  whom  they  shared  Visitation  fees. 
Concerning  the  basis  of  assessment  we  meet  with  several  kinds  of 
taxable  goods  belonging  to  ecclesiastical  persons,  viz.,  “  Spiritualia  ” 
(pertaining  to  the  church  served),  “Temporalia”  (not  so  pertaining, 
but  personal  possessions),  and  “Portions”  or  “Pensions”  (payments 
by  Rectors  out  of  reserved  income,  brought  about  by  the  action  of 
a  manorial  lord — not  always  the  founder  of  the  church — who  assigned, 
apparently  with  episcopal  consent),  a  part  of  the  parson’s  tithes,  thus 
depriving  him  of  a  large  portion  of  the  spiritual  provision  made 
for  the  parish.  These  “portions”  thus  became  settled  upon  a 
monastic  house,  the  revenues  of  which  were  largely  augmented  by 
such  means.  This  pinching  of  the  clergy  continues  to  this  very 
day  in  those  abominable  “  Fee-farm  Rents,”  whicli  are  maintained 
by  the  joint  machination  of  the  State  and  the  pertinacity  of  the 
unconscionable  owner.  Mr.  Hudson  has  apparently  found  some 
difficulty  in  regard  to  the  precise  meaning  that  attaches  to  the 
term  “portio,”  but  on  comparing  the  amounts  in  the  “taxations” 
so  distinguished  with  the  sums  levied  now  (and  since  the  Reformation) 
as  Fee-farm  Rents  in  respect  of  ecclesiastical  benefices,  it  will  be 
found  that  they  are  in  agreement.  The  sums  in  question  do  not 
appear  to  represent  any  fractional  part,  but  are  purely  “portions.” 
The  somewhat  perfunctionary  way  in  which  the  valuations  express 
the  amounts  in  marks  in  what  may  be  termed  round  numbers 
seems  to  follow  a  general  course.  This  haphazard  form  of 
calculation  may  have  been  adopted  for  convenience,  certainly  it  has 
little  else  to  recommend  it.  In  respect  to  this  composition  in 
marks,  Mr.  Hudson  places  a  15  marks  value  at  £10,  and  a  tenth 
consequently  at  £1  per  assessed  church.  Anyway  the  values  are 
very  peculiar  and  perplexing.  The  account  furnished  by  Mr.  Hudson 
will  repay  close  study,  and  particularly  so  in  respect  of  values. 
Of  course  the  variations  in  the  value  of  the  several  benefices 
largely  depended  upon  the  quantity  of  tithe-paying  land,  but  remark¬ 
able  differences  occur  when  appropriations  are  brought  into  account. 
The  high  average  value  of  deaneries  in  the  Fen  district  are 
suggestive  of  “special  economic  wealth.”  We  think  Mr.  Hudson 
will  find  that  the  omission  of  certain  parishes  from  the  Norwich 
Taxation,  e.p.,  Freckenham  and  Isleham  (belonging  to  the  Church 
of  Bochester)  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  they  were 
“peculiars.”  In  addition  to  the  useful  tabular  arrangement  of 
both  taxations,  with  all  particulars,  an  excellent  coloured  map 
(Goose  &  Son,  Lithographers)  of  the  Norwich  Diocese  will  prove 
most  serviceable.

The  following  agreement  is  an  interesting  “side-light”  in  regard 
to  medical  attendance,  etc.  The  services  of  so  able  a  surgeon  as 
Dr.  Beck,  long  remembered  and  still  commemorated  by  the  street 
bearing  his  name,  in  St.  Margaret’s,  Ipswich,  were  very  inadequately 
requited  by  the  meagre  payment  stipulated  to  be  rendered : — 

March  24®,  1761.  Its  this  Day  agreed  between  the  Inhabitants  of 
the  Parish  of  Coddenham  of  the  one  Part,  and  Eilward  Beck,  Surgeon,  of 
the  Same,  of  the  other  Part.  That  He  the  said  Edward  Beck  shall  supply  the 
necessitous  Poor  of  the  said  Parish,  that  is  to  say,  all  such  as  are  or  shall 
become  Chargeable  to  the  same.  By  proper  Notice  of  the  acting  Overseer, 
with  proper  Medicine  in  Physick  and  Surgery — Fractures,  Dislocations,  and 
Midwifry  Excepted.  For  and  in  Consideration  of  the  yearly  Sum  of  throe 
Pounds  ten  Shillings,  to  be  paid  at  two  equal  Payments,  that  is  to  say, 
half-Yearly  from  the  Date  hereof.  In  Witness  whereof  all  the  Parties 
have  hereto  set  there  Hands  the  Day  and  Date  above  Written.  N.B.— No 
attendance  in  the  Small  Pox  required  of  the  abovesaid  Edw®  Beck  to  any 
of  the  Poor  Inhabitants.
